The first session of the Jack son 
Cou nty Farm ers' Institu te for this 
season will be held at Crothersville, 
W ednesday, December 7 . 
On the fol­ 
lowing day the institu te will he con­ 
du cted at Kfirtz, and on Friday a nd 
S atu rday of the same week meetings 
will be held at Brownstown. 
A. H. 
Mitschke, president <>t' the institu te 
with the assistance of the other offi­ 
cers, have arranged a splendid pro­ 
gram for all the sessions, and it is 
expected that the meetings will be 
attended by good crowds. 
At Crothersville and at Ku rtz, the 
principal speaker will he E. C. M ar- 
tindale of Hancock cou nty, who has 
q u ite a repu tation for his excellent 
address at the institu tes. 
He is in 
demand throu ghou t the state in m any 
cou nties, and the local officers feel 
that they have been very fortu nate in 
secu ring him for the engagements. 
He will also speak at several of the 
other institu tes which will he con­ 
du cted a fte r the first of the year. 
A t 
Brownstown Prof. Troop and Miss 
Ethel Berry, of Pu rdu e University, 
will have places on the program s and 
will give addresses which will be of 
great interest to the farm ers and their 
families. 
The addresses will cover a 
wide range of topics which are of in­ 
terest to persons engaged in agri­ 
cu ltu ral work, and will deal with the 
most profitable and modern method» 
of farm ing. 
The officers of the Jackson Cou nty 
Institu te were among the first in the 
state to adopt the plan of holding the 
institu tes in several places throu gh­ 
ou t the cou nty. 
Form erly only one 
session was held and it was often 
inconvenient for many persons inter­ 
ested in the work to attend. 
The 
plan which is in vogu e here is now 
u sed :v> many other cou nties and it 
seems to give mu ch better su ccess. 
L ast year there was a total attend­ 
ance of over 500 in the cou nty, which 
was among the best reports made. 
The premiu m lists for the Browns­ 
town institu te has been completed. 
There are nine classes of premiu m» 
covering nearly every article which 
can be produ ced on the farm. 
M u ch 
interest was shown in the Boys’ and 
Girls’ 
contest 
last 
year and it is 
thou ght that it will be even m ore 
popu lar this year. 
Prizes are offered 
for the best corn for the boys, and 
the best sample of common sewing, 
and best bread for the girls. 
The 
classes inclu de the regu lar premiu m 
11 s t s .

Failed at Last Session. 


Washington, Nov. 30. — Those who 
thought that President Taft is going 
to turn a cold shoulder to Uncle Joe 
Cannon in the coming session of con­ 
gress are to be disappointed. 
The 
president may take the insurgents into 
I the White House councils on an equal 
! footing with the regulars, but it is ap­ 
parent that he does not intend to 
slight the latter, including Speaker 
Cannon. 
The president had the speaker and 
James it. Mann of Illinois, one of Mr. 
Cannon’s lieutenants in tne house, at 
luncheon at the White House. 
It is 
understood that the president dis- 
I cussed his legislative program with 
them and asked 
for their opinion, 
i Speaker Cannon already has said in 
J public that he did not believe much 
legislation would be enacted in the 
I coming session beyond the regular 
supply bills. He undoubtedly gave the 
I president the same opinion and that is 
the practical advice that Mr. Taft has 
got from most of the other experienced 
members of the house and the senate. 
It is understood, however, that this 
advice will not deter the president in 
his decision to recommend a fairly 
long program of legislation in his 
forthcoming message. He will lay be­ 
fore congress recommendations to en­ 
act about all of the legislation in his 
program which failed at the last ses­ 
sion. This will include legislation pro­ 
viding for the leasing of coal, oil, 
phosphate and mineral lands, ship sub­ 
sidy, a working man’s compensation 
act, probably the reorganization of the 
government of Alaska, anti-injunction 
legislation, the establishment of a bu­ 
reau of public health, a law providing 
for the inspection of locomotive boil­ 
ers, and legislation establishing an 
Appalachian forest reserve. 
In the message the president will 
renew his recommendations that the 
I Panama canal he fortified, and will 
make other recommendations looking 
toward the government and operation 
of the canal. 
Strong opposition has 
already developed to the fortification 
of the canal, and it is believed that Mr. 
Taft will center the administration’s 
Influence on this legislation, especially 
that providing for fortifications. 
The 
message will also contain recommen- 
j dations in regard to the enlargement 
of the postal savings hank system. 
Only a small appropriation was made 
for the establishment of this system I 
in the last session of congress, and 
the administration will have to have 
this supplemented if any great pro­ 
gress is to be made in opening these 
depositories. 
The president also will ask for a 
further appropriation for the tariff 
board. It is understood now that any 
discussion of the tariff that the presi­ 
dent may care to make will be con- 1 
tained in a special message to con­ 
gress. 
The tariff hoard is now pre­ 
pared to report at present on the wool 
schedule, and Mr, Taft is not likely 
to make any tariff recommendations 
until he has data from that hoard.

OLD MAINE SENATOR 
AND HIS FORECAST 


Veteran Leader Looks For Lit­ 


tle tenon lo Congress. 


IVashington, Nov. 30.—Eugene Hale, 
the veteran Republican from Maine, a 
prominent leader of the senate, who 
Is soon to retire from public life, has 
given his opinion on the legislative 
outlook to the coming session, the 
probable results of the recent Demo­ 
cratic victory and the prospects for 
the Republican party. 
It is seldom 
that Senator Hale talks for publica­ 
tion, and when he does hh: statements 
always attract wide attention. 
The senator predicts that there will 
be no important legislation outside of 
the regular supply bills and possibly 
an ocean mail subsidy bill, and also 
that there will be no extra session. 
He foresees a reconciliation between 
the Republican regulars and insur­ 
gents and trouble ahead for the Dem­ 
ocrats. As be reads the future, Presi­ 
dent Taft will grow steadily in the 
confidence of the people and the des­ 
tinies of the country will soon be re­ 
stored to the control of the Republican 
party. 
"Whom the Lord loveth he chasten- 
eth," said Senator Hale. "And the de­ 
feat of 1910 will do the party good. It 
must be accepted. 
Painful as It all is, 
It must submit to its temporary re­ 
verses and defeats and must bear up 
as well as it may even under such cal­ 
amities as the repulse of Roosevelt 
and the overthrow of Beveridge." 
Senator Hale’s statement can be 
taken as a pretty good indication of 
the sorrow of some members of the 
senate over Roosevelt’s rejection and 
the loss of Beveridge. 
"Do you expect that an extra ses­ 
sion of the next congress will be called 
in the spring? ’ the senator was asked. 
"I certainly do not," was the em­ 
phatic reply. 
"Mr. Champ Clark of 
the house, who seems to have a level 
head, tells the whole story about this 
when he says that nobody expects or 
wants such a session except the board­ 
ing house keepers, the hotel managers, 
the tradesmen and the newspapers of 
the District, who would be glad to see 
congress 
in 
continuous 
session 
throughout the entire year. When the 
time comes I look to see all talk of 
this absolutely disappear." 
‘Do you look for a combination of 
the socalled insurgent force with the 
Democratic party, either now or here­ 
after?” Mr. Hale was asked. 
"I certainly do not, but in this I can 
only give my own forecast, as I have 
not talked with any leaders of either 
side on the subject."
